‘MO FINALS EAP ERIENCE? 


South Melbourne coach Ang Postecoglou's comments 
on the eve of their match against the Glory a fortnight 
ago raised a few eyebrows, as much for the timing of 
his remarks as anything else. For anyone who didn't 
see the story, the two-time NSL championship-winning 
coach was quoted in The West 
Australian as saying he didn't think 
Perth Glory had the finals 
experience needed to win the title. It 
seemed a strange thing to say about 
a side you're about to play in what 
was a must-win game for the Lakers. 
Not that the Perth side needed any 
extra incentive. They travelled to 
Melbourne knowing a point would 
be a great result, while a win would 
have been a huge boost to their 
hopes of a top-+two finish. But 
nonetheless, in an age where teams 
will exploit any motivational tool, 
there were possibly a few South 
Melbourne officials and players 
who would have _ preferred 
Postecoglou had kept his thoughts to 
himself - at least for a few more days. 


But getting back to the comments themselves, Perth 
Glory have probably got as much, if not more NSL 
finals experience spread amongst the side, not to 
mention other big-game experience, as any of the other 
teams currently in the top-six, with the possible 
exception of Marconi. Sure, not every player has 
appeared in a grand final or even a play-off series but 
when you look through their squad, there are certainly 
plenty who have tasted pressure soccer. 


Tony Franken, Jason Petkovic, Rob Trajkovski, Vinko 
Buljubasic, Alistair Edwards and Kasey Wehrman have 
all played in an NSL grand final. In fact Edwards and 
Trajkovski are both dual grand finalists, while 
Buljubasic played in three successive grand finals with 
the Melbourne Knights. Franken, Edwards and 
Wehrman have also experienced the pressure-cooker 
atmosphere of international soccer, the latter recently 
taking part in a two-match series against none other 
than Manchester United, while Edwards plied his trade 
all around the world, including a spell at Scottish giants 
Glasgow Rangers, playing in several "Old Firm" 
derbies against Celtic, where every meeting is bigger 
than a cup final. 


South Melbourne coach Ang Postecoglou 
may have to eat his words come finals time. 


Troy Halpin may not have had a bundle of NSL finals 
experience but he too has represented his country, and 
like Edwards, Franken has enjoyed a successful spell in 
Europe, as well gaining vast NSL experience. Hamilton 
Thorp is another who may not have been part of a 
finals campaign in Australia but 
he did have a stint with English 
club Portsmouth, who were in 
the first division at the time and 
under the astute management 
of ex-Socceroo, England, Spurs 
and Barcelona (to name a few) 
coach Terry Venables. 


The two Brazilian boys, Edgar 
and Aurelio, who both played 
in the Brazilian first division 
would also have played plenty 
of cutthroat pressure matches 
in a country where soccer is 
more than a game, it's life 
itself. Gareth Naven, Scott 
Miller and Bobby Despotovski 
would all be classed as very 
experienced NSL players having played well over 100 
games. And although, as Postecoglou said, finals 
soccer is a totally different ball game, these three 
certainly adapted and rose to the occasion last season, 
as did Jamie Harnwell, who played beyond his years 
and became an almost overnight success story during 
the play-offs. 


It's true there are several players, the likes of Ivan Ergic, 
Peter Buljan, James Afkos, John Carbone, Ljubo 
Milicevic and possibly Dion Valle who may not have as 
much big game experience (although Ergic and 
Milicevic did play in the AIS grand final team last 
season }, or in some cases, even NSL experience, and 
it will be interesting to see how they handle the increase 
in tempo, but they have plenty of teammates willing to 
offer help or advice. Oh...and the two coaches, Bernd 
Stange and Mich D'Avray have a reasonable amount 
of experience too, having coached and played at the 
very highest level around the world. 


But however the Glory players do perform, one thing is 
certain - none of Postecoglou's side will be getting any 
more finals experience this season - they won't be in the 
play-offs.

His one-time title favourites have been decimated 
by injury, suspension and international duties, with 
nine players - five of them firstteam regulars - 
missing from the weekend clash with Parramatta. 


"| am concerned," he said matter-of-factly, with the 
knowledge, at least, there is a good reason for a 
string of results that have not seen his side win in 
the five weeks going into the Parramatta game. 


"We need to come to Perth to turn the corner." 


Culina believes it could be a good game if both 
sides approach the match positively. He even 
hinted at a goal spree.

But finally this time 
Olympic's moment of glory arrived. Buoyed on by the majority of a 26,352-strong crowd, Olympic 
resoundingly beat Marconi in the grand final 2-0. The old cliche 'the sleeping giant' is an adage that truly 
describes Sydney Olympic. A relatively bare trophy cabinet does not justify such a strong and loyal 
support for the club. After a drought of on-field success in recent years, Olympic have revitalised in the 
1999/2000 season.

Branko Culina moved from Croatia to Australia at a very young age and joined the Melbourne Croatia 
club as a nine-year-old. At age 15 he made his debut in a senior league and by 1974 as a 16-year-old 
was a regular starter in the tough Victorian State League. A move to Sydney led to his only playing 
experience in the NSL - a relatively unsuccessful year with Blacktown City, not helped by constant injury 
concerns. His playing career was usually in the striker's position. 


A coaching stint at North Geelong between 1990 and 1992 saw that club not only win promotion to the 
Victorian Premier League in 1992 but also take out the 1992 Premier League championship. When Ken 
Murphy was sacked as coach of Melbourne Knights eight weeks into the 1992/93 NSL season, Culina 
was called up to receive his first NSL coaching appointment. In the meantime he has captured an NSL 
minor premiership with a very young Sydney United team in 1996/97. The 1985 Victorian player of the 
year represented Victoria at youth and senior level, and his name has more recently been linked with a 
coaching role with an Australian youth team.

Do you see the Kingz as a long-term member of 
the NSL? 


That's very much in the hands of FIFA. Soccer Australia has 
given the Kingz a five-year licence but that's been restricted 
to two years by FIFA, who will address the situation at the end 
of next year. The Kingz have recently been taken over by Sky 
TY, and with Sky as their partners, they will in my view, be a 
considerably better organisation next year than they have 
been this year. And provided FIFA gives them the opportunity 
to continue after the second year, | think they'll be a long-term 
asset to this competition. 


You've postponed the idea of reducing the league 
to 12 teams for the moment. Is that something 
that's still very high on your list of priorities in the 
near future - are we likely to see it happen in the 
next couple of years? 


Yes, as of today, the board of Soccer Australia hasn't altered 
its decision with regard to 12 teams for next year but, 
although they haven't reversed the decision, in practical terms 
we really are running out of time for next year. So it's not 
unreasonable to think that the board may defer the process 
for 12 months but there's nothing to suggest that they've 
altered their view that there should be a 12 team competition. 


The raw crowd figures are very similar to last 
season's, but obviously we've had an extra match 
each round this season. Do these figures bother 
you? 


Um...Obviously we would have preferred to have had an 
average increase in attendances, but overall the crowds are 
up. We projected a figure, including the top six play-offs of 
1.5 million’at the start of the year, and | think we're going to 
get very close to that figure. The NSL has had the perennial 
problem of having insufficient funds to adequately get out 
there to the market place and promote the game and we've 
left it largely to the clubs. So given that background, | think 
it's been a reasonable season in that regard, but ironically, 
even though you wouldn't regfelie it as one-of the better 
seasons in terms of crowds, we've achieved the piobes! level 
of crowds ever in the league. 


Soccer Australia did say when Brisbane hosted the 
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grand final in 1996/97, it was good for the game 
in Australia. Is that very important to you that 
success is spread across the country? 


It is, because strategically having teams outside the other 
major capital cities, particularly Sydney and Melbourne is 
important to us. Soccer Australia has made the decision it 
doesn't necessarily want the best 12 teams in the country 
participating in the league, which could theoretically come 
from one or two states. They do want a league that's truly 
representative, so it is important when you get cities like 
Perth, Newcastle, Wollongong and Brisbane doing well in 
this competition, because it reinforces the view of Soccer 
Australia that this is ‘a game for all of Australia, not just 
Sydney and Melbourne. 


. You had a tough decision to make when Adelaide 


Sharks dropped out of the league just before the 
start of the season. In hindsight, do you think the 
idea of playing two teams four times was the right 
way to go? Looking at the closeness at the top of 
the league, two extra games against a Perth or 
Wollongong is a lot different to two extra matches 
against, maybe Sydney United or. Canberra? 


That was a decision that the clubs themselves made. It wasn't 
a decision that was forced on them by Soccer Australia. We 
put all the options to the clubs and the majority of them voted 
to adopt that system. | think, and | stand to be corrected on 
this, but periodically through the season I've been looking at 
the top six, and if you extract those additional four 
games...the last time | looked, the top six were the same top 
six teams, there were some changes in order but the six teams 
were the same and I'd be very surprised if there's any change 
to that come the end of the season. 


One thing that has caused a lot of controversy is 
the club versus country issue. Do you see any way 
to improve that situation next season? 


First of all, it will improve considerably next year because 
there is no Olympic team and it's largely been the Olympic 
team that's been taking the players away from the clubs this 


" year. There may be some disruption for those clubs who have 


under-20 and under-17 players in their’ squad with the 


qualifiers for the World Cup in those championships taking 
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place in December and January. But in terms of international 
games, there will be more international games being played 
in Europe so they will largely be made up of the players 
based overseas. And where there are international games 
played in Australia, we're looking at two periods, one in 
about November, where the league would come to a halt and 
the other in June when the NSL will be concluded. 


And without sounding like too much of a 
complaining Glory fan, what about a situation like 
Kasey Wehrman's, where he's playing for two 


. different national sides, in this case the Olyroos 


and the Socceroos? 


That's been raised by the clubs when they've said they'd 
rather a player play for one national team. That, fo a large 
extent, if not completely, will be a thing of the past. It certainly 
won't occur next year with the Olympic team ‘not 
participating in any matches. Having said that, it's a little 
difficult to say to a national coach: ‘One of you can have him 
and the other one can't'. | think that's an issue we just have 


_ to address from time to time but there certainly needs to be 


dialogue between the coaches and the clubs. 


Talking about the Olyroos, how: meh will a 
successful performance at the Olympics do for: 
soccer in Australia? 


| think it's very important for soccer in Avthalia that they do 
well at the Olympics because we're still not regarded. as 
being world-class in soccer, so it is important we show how 
good we are. If we can get to a medal round at the Olympic 
Games on our home soil, | think it will entice those non-soccer 
or peripheral supporters to take a closer look at the game. 


During your travels this season has any one side 
stood out and caught your attention? 


| have to say that when I've seen Wollongong play this. year, 
they've been very well organised and would have to be one 
of the leading sides. And having watched the Newcastle (v 
Glory) game on television, Newcastle really impressed me 
with the way they organise themselves defensively and the 
way they were able to approach and win that game. Perth 
are obviously up there and | think if you look at the grand 
final contenders, you'd have to be looking at Wollongong

|) Many jumped the gun at the last home game 
against Newcastle Breakers and thought Glory coach 
Bernd Stange was about to depart for other pastures 
when he walked round the ground, applauding and 
waving to the fans. It may have looked like a farewell 
gesture, but it was just the charismatic German's way 
of thanking the crowd of 11,003 for their support on 
what had been a difficult, one disappointing, day for 
the team. 


The chants of ‘Bernie, Bernie give us a wave’ will 
definitely echo around Perth Oval for at least one 
more season. 


The 52-year-old former East German national team 
boss confirmed his commitment to the Glory when he 
edged his way past a line-up of TV cameras and 
photographers to face a packed media conference on 
Monday morning, April 17, to reveal he had agreed 
to accept a one-year extension of his contract, which 
expires in June. 


It brought an end to three traumatic, and dramatic, 
months in which he was dumped, re-instated and then 
left in the wilderness as negotiations dragged on over 


| the new contract offer.

Stange will be 
senior coach for that historic date ... if it happens. 


There may, too, be an on-going involvement with the 
club, wearing another hat as a public relations 
ambassador and being in charge of development of 
young players. The details of that, however, are a bit 
hazy at the moment. 


‘It's not clear enough, but | have a lot of ideas,’ said 
Stange. ‘But | can see a future for me in another role.’ 
Stange said he would press on with his attempts to 
obtain permanent residency status in Australia. At the 
moment he is on a temporary visa and must leave the 
country in June and re-apply for a visa when he 
returns to his native Germany. 


‘im nervous every time | leave the country,’ said 
Stange, who joined the Glory on a two-year 
agreement in June, 1998. 


‘The process of obtaining permanent residency takes 
several months,’ he said. ‘| have also many 
documents ... about two kilos of paper ... that | must 
obtain from Germany. But | will press on. | love Perth 
and | love Australia. | want to spend a long, long time 
here.’ 


He thanked the media, the fans and the players who 
had supported him during the tough times when it 
was revealed by Glory chairman Nick Tana in mid- 
February that Stange would not be offered a new 
contract. The amazing revelation brought an equally 
amazing response ... a huge backlash from fans and 
sponsors alike. 


The chairman was the target of much personal vitriol 
and there was talk of several sponsors reviewing their 
commitment to the club. Fans had planned a huge 
demonstration of support for Stange at the home 
game against Canberra Cosmos on February 27. It 
took place, but did not carry the same venom after 
Tana did a back-flip and announced at the club's pre- 
match function, two hours before the game, that he 
was recommending that the coach be given a one- 
year extension. Tana said he was sorry if his mistake 
had caused unnecessary anxiety. 


Stange was genuinely touched by all the support from 
the public. ‘It was amazing, such a big support ... if 
is unusual for soccer worldwide,’ he said. ‘It puts me 
Under pressure. | feel more pressure on my shoulders.’

The youngster 
has been a constant figure in the news after being 
icythed down by Andy Cole while playing for an 
Australian XI against Manchester United last July: 
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Cole's tackle left Colosimo needing a knee 
reconstruction, and the shadow of litigation hanging 
in the air. While it has been 21-year-old Colosimo 
who has been the cenire of interest, Carlton has also 
been suffering through a long-term injury to another 
key, but less well-known player - 23-year-old wing- 
back Joe Tricarico. Tricarico was a revelation in 
Carlton's unbeaten first five games of the season, 
playing wide on the right in a 3-5-2 formation until he 
tore his hamstring muscle off the bone in a round-six 
match in Adelaide. *‘Tricky", as he is known to all 
around the club, has not played since. For these two 
young players the past six months have been a test of 
character and patience as they have worked on 
rebuilding their fitness and coping with the 
psychological stress of watching their teammates 
play. Colosimo began a match for the first time in 
nine months against South Melbourne recently, and 
immediately showed why he is held in such high 
regard. He passed, chased, tackled and scored, and 
made the most significant contribution to what was 
surely the match of the season. It was all a far cry 
from his mindset immediately after the Cole incident, 
when Colosimo worried that his career might be over 
before it had begun. For Tricarico, he remembers his 
injury vividly: ‘There was a huge impact that went 
through my leg, | didn't really know what had 
happened. | tried to walk, and | fell to the ground. | 
knew something was very wrong then."' Tests showed 
he also had a problem with his pubic bone, which 
had been causing him problems for a few years. The 
injury happened in early November. He thought he 
was recovering, but had a setback a couple of months 
ago. Tricarico was a forlorn figure at Carlton home 
games, dressed in a dark suit and hobbling on 
crutches. Now, playing with the youth team, he says 
his main task is to ‘teach my leg everything all over 
again'. | was in bed for two months, my tendon was 
tied to the muscle with cotton. | had to keep it raised," 
he recollected. Tricarico is aiming to return before 
season's end: *| am dying to play. It's very important 
to get out there."

KEEPERS NOW HAVE SIX SECONDS 


Goalkeepers will have to release the ball within six 
seconds under new rules introduced by UEFA in time 
for Euro 2000. UEFA normally introduces new 
legislation on July 1, but in order to accommodate the 
European Championships, will bring the new law into 
effect as from June 10. In addition to this new ruling, 
linesmen will be allowed to enter the field of play to 
assist the referee, even if not requested by the match 
official. Until now, they could only opinionate on 
decisions after the match, or at the request of the 
referee. Meanwhile the fourth official will have the 
same level of powers as the other officials so as to 
allow another pair of eyes to adjudicate on tricky 
decisions, and he can take a greater part in helping 
control the match. The final change in the rules states 
that if in the event of a penalty shootout one side has 
less players than their opponents, then both sides will 
go ahead with the same number of kickers - 
previously if the penalty shootout reached a sudden 
death situation where one team had run out of 
players, but another had a player left, they would be 
entitled to win the shoot-out by allowing the last man 
to take an extra penalty. 


SOUTH AFRICAN MATCH-FIXING CLAIM 


South Africa's hopes of staging the World Cup finals 
in 2006 have been rocked by news of match-fixing 
allegations involving two of the country's First Division 
teams. Promotion hopefuls Dynamos are alleged to 
have paid divisional rivals City Sharks £7,000 
($18, O00) to throw the game. A winning result 
would boost the Dynamos! chances of gaining a 
place in the professional Premier League next season. 
However, the Sharks have since revealed details of 
the payment and handed over the cash to Premier 
Soccer League officials. The evidence is now being 
looked at by South African soccer chiefs and 
Dynamos owner Peter Rabali has been called to 
appear before the board. Money is in short supply 
outside of the country's top flight, where television 
and sponsorship revenue is extremely rewarding for 
clubs, which is why the fight for promotion is so hotly- 
contested. Alarmingly though, allegation of 
corruption in the lower leagues of South African 
football are nothing new and action is rarely taken 
against the guilty parties, South Africa are of course, 
one of five countries hoping to stage the 2006 World 
Cup, and FIFA is due to make their decision in July. 
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GUNNERS GO FOR NEW GROUND 


Arsenal are set to submit’ planning application for 
their proposed £150million, ($394m) 60,000- 
capacity new stadium in October after welcoming 
what the club calls "a firm but fair" revised planning 
brief from Islington Council. The Gunners have 
backed off a preferred option of trying to redevelop 
their traditional Highbury home, which can hold only 
38,200 all-seated fans, after massive protests from 
local residents and discovering major difficulties in 
purchasing and demolishing houses which surround 
the ground. But last year the club identified an 
appropriate site for relocation less than halfa-mile 
from Highbury, a former rubbish dump and industrial 
area called Ashburton Grove. Further concerns were 
expressed by residents living near to the site, who 
feared multi-purpose use of a new stadium which 
Arsenal hope to have up and running for the start of 
the 2003/04 season. And now Islington Council 
have ordered that only a maximum of six non-football 
events per year can take place there - and only three 
of those to be music events. But Arsenal managing 
director Ken Friar said: "Although the council have set 
down some high hurdles we now have a set of 
agreed guidelines that we can work fo in developing 
our proposals." Arsenal have promised that the new 
stadium proposals will include measures to further 
improve public transport accessibility and point out 
that their current ground is already the most easy to 
reach in the Premier League, with studies showing 
59 per cent of fans regularly arrive by London 
Underground, bus, train or on foot. They have also 
pledged a commitment to helping relocating existing 
business premises to other parts of the Ashburton 
Grove area. 


REF SCORES WINNER! 


A referee's actions left one side reeling in defeat after 
he popped up in the penalty area to score the 
winning goal. But, rather than slate him for allowing 
the goal to stand, the manager of the losing team 
awarded him 10 out of 10 for his handling of the 
game. Gordon Shaw was in charge of a fiercely- 
fought local derby between Dorcan Boys and Park 
Youth Centre in the Swindon Under-12s league 
recently and the scores were locked at 0-0. Mid-way 
through the second half, Park Youth Centre were 
awarded a corner and after an initial clearance the 
ball was rifled back towards goal, striking the hapless 
Mr Shaw and deflecting past the Dorcan keeper. 


After a split second the father-of-two allowed the goal 
io stand and the game eventually finished 1-0. Mr 
shaw, who used to be a goalkeeper before becoming 
a ref, said: "Because | used to play in goal | didn't get 
a chance to score many but | didn't expect this to 
happen. As! was following the clearance the ball just 
came back in, hit my legs and went into the goal. | 
was 95 per cent certain it was the right decision to 
let it stand and confirmed it with the Wiltshire FA after 
ihe game.

-OBSON SURVEYS PLAYERS WAGES 


Middlesbrough boss Bryan Robson has spoken out on 
i survey which reveals that the average pay for 


Premiership players is upwards of £400,000 a year 
($1,050,000). The survey, conducted by a national 
newspaper alongside the Professional Footballers 
Association revealed that 36 per cent of players earn 
more than £500,000 ($1.3m) a year and nine per 
cent are earning above £1m ($2.63m) a year. Youth 
team players and club trainees are earning between 
£19,000 ($50, 000) and £45,000 ($118, 000) a 
year - the same as some players are earning in a 
week. While the salaries would outrage some, the 
Boro boss refuses to condemn the rising wages of the 
country's fop stars: "I've never had any complaints 
about the amount of money players earn. It's a short 
career." The former England and Manchester United 
captain drew comparisons with American sport stars 
who still earn much more than their Premiership 
counterparts, claiming that players wages will 
continue to rise: "| am certain that wages will continue 
to improve. Football will get richer over the next few 
years and players will get more money. | don't think 
that it will level out until we have pay-per-view 
television fully installed in this country."

«cessive. Gunners ace Suker and Lazio man Alen 
Boksic are also in the frame and the Croatian duo 
have reportedly stated that they would be willing to 
move to Turkey. Suker had previously revealed his 
ntent to stay in London, with the Hammers favourites 
io snap him up on a free transfer, but it now appears 
ihat they will face stiff competition for his services.

If he does, 
ihe Shimizu S-Pulse player would be the third 
Brazilian to make this move, following in the 
footsteps of midfielders Wagner Lopes, who played 
in the 1998 World Cup, and Ruy Ramos. 


REFEREE ATTACKS REPORTER 


An incensed referee assaulted a journalist in the 
Angolan city of Lubango after being criticised for 
poor officiating. Referee Jose Mundila attacked 
radio reporter Pepe Antonio, of the state-owned 
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Radio 5 station after he had aired erliticiam of 
Mundila's handling of matches al a preseason 
tournament in the southern Huila province. The 
reporter also hinted that Mundila had been taking 
bribes to influence the results of matches. There was 
no evidence that this was the case, The reporter was 
not seriously hurt in the attack aller officials at the 
stadium quickly stepped in to stop the irate referee 
from raining more blows, 


OLYMPIAKOS SACK BIGON 


Greek champions Olympiakos sacked Italian coach 
Alberto Bigon after disagreements between himsell 
and the players, club officials said. The officials sail 
Bigon's presence was causing tension within the 
club, who head the Greek standings by a single 
point. The Italian was hired five months ago, Bigon 
was replaced by Yannis Matzourakis who has 
coached smaller Greek clubs in the past years. The 
officials said Matzourakis would probably be 
replaced at the end of the season with a better 
known coach from abroad. 


LARSSON CONCEDES NO EURO 2000 


Henrik Larsson sat in a Mig fighter jet last week and 
said he wouldn't be playing in Euro 2000 for 
Sweden. The striker was involved in a promotion for 
his boot sponsor's Umbro who have launched a boot 
called Mach Speed, and he said: "Obviously | would 
have liked my injury to have healed by now, but at 
least it is getting better. But I'm not in a hurry. I'll not 
play in the European championships and although 
I'm disappointed, | was always prepared for this. 
The Swedish FA were interested to see how far | have 
progressed and that's why they wanted me to go 
back home. Celtic didn't want me to go over there 
because I'm under contract and they pay my wages, 
| said it would take me nine months to recover and 
that's still my plan." 


HADJUK SPLIT NAME BOSSES 


Top Croatian side Hadjuk Split have named a new 
coach and a new director after a series of exits 
recently. The club has been in the news for all the 
wrong reasons of late, and has twice seen matches 
given 3-0 to their opponents after a series of on-pitch 
problems.

One year out from Sydney 2000-does it all 
still feel like a dream, or is it starting to set 
in? 

It’s all now starting to become real and | just can’t 
wait for it to happen. From the soccer point of view, 
the squad is coming together and we're honing our 
preparations right down. Overall though, with the 
hype in the newspapers and on TV, you can see how 
excited everyone is. Speaking to athletes involved in 


various other sports, talking about their preparations 
and their excitement, it's. very contagious, and | 
guess | never fully realised exactly how much of a 
big event this is. Being involved in football, | see 
that side of things and don’t usually get a chance to 
mix with many other athletes — now I’m talking to 
them, learning about their preparations and hard 
work, and it makes me want to work all the more 
harder to achieve a medal for my country. 


Is there any public reaction/recognition to 
you yet?

My family’s support is unbelievable. Since | was 
young they have supported me in every way 
possible and they're right behind me all the way, 
watching me at every opportunity. Also, if I’m 
down, they’re there to give me encouragement and 
advice to get on top of the game, and while that’s 
not very often, they're there for me when | need 
them. 


What are you hoping to achieve 
personally over the next 12 months? 


I'm looking forward to having a good season with 
my club, Sydney Olympic, and obviously we'll be 
involved with a lot of preparation with the Olyroos, 
and | hope we can get together as much as 
possible, because the team can only benefit by the 
boys getting to know each other as well as possible. 


How do you think Sydney 2000 could 
change your life? 


This is a once in a lifetime opportunity, and 
provided | make the squad, it's a great chance to 
throw myself into the spotlight. If | do well, virtually 
anything could happen, including the possibility of 
a contract overseas, which would obviously change 


my life greatly. Some of our biggest soccer exports 
really shined in past Olympics, and I’m hoping to 
follow that path. Soccer is slowly becoming bigger 
in Australia, and there won't be a better stage than 
Sydney 2000 to both show and prove myself, and 
for Australian soccer to show it is as good as 
anywhere else. 


Why will the Olyroos perform well at 
Sydney 2000? 


We've had a really good preparation so far, and it's 
only going to get better from here. The current 
squad is made up of many talented young players, 
and just the fact that the Games will be in Australia 
has got to be worth at least an extra 10 per cent. 
Over the past two years, the squad has bonded 
really well, and we've not only played well in 
Australia, but we've done well in Europe, Asia and 
South America, experiencing all different types of 
football. The crowd is also going to be so important 
overall - the more people we can get behind us the 
better. | hope that any team coming to play 
Olympic Football here is going to feel intimidated 
by our crowd support. 


How important is the lead-up period to the 
2000 Games, and what can Australians do 
to help over the next six months? 


We need everyone to show their support in every 
possible way. When we see the Australian public 
getting excited about what we're doing, it boosts 
our confidence and desire to do well. And with the 
make-up of the squad the way it is at the moment, 
there's every opportunity to see a player who could 
be a part of the Olympics, playing in the National 
League, so why not get out and get behind us now? 


And your final words for the Australian 
public? 


As | said before, this is a once in a lifetime 
opportunity, not only for ourselves, but for the public 
to get behind us on home turf, in fact to get behind 
every team and athlete at the Olympics. We all 
need to do that and enjoy the experience at the 
same time.
